Good luck on the accessories. They are much harder to find than the 

radio. 

BTW, does the -4 have the two dial lamps on the front panel, one in each 
upper corner? I am just curious. If it does, i do not think the front panel 
has any radium paint on it. If it lacks the pilot lamps, then the front panel 
is plenty hot with liberal use of radium paint on knobs and control markings. 


As for using it as is, also good luck. You will have to use it to talk to CB 
walkie talkies, the 3 transistor cheapies, with the superregen receivers. 
As the TBY uses a modulated vfo, the transmit frequency is not stable 
enuff to be copied on a superhet receiver, except maybe with one hand 

on the tuning knob. That's aside from the issue of it being FCC-legal to 
operate a modulated vfo below what now, 144 MHz? Maybe not at all. 

I have been thinking that IF you could find a 3rd overtone rock for 29 

MHz or 54 (real good luck on this too) you could connect it between the 
grids of the pushpull 958 transmit oscillator tubes and it would be maybe 
usable that way. Since you won't be able to find such a crystal, if you 
still want to power it up to work two-way, you could maybe do the same 
trick with a crstal out of one of the 27 or 49.9 MHz toy CB walkie talkies, 
and just operate it on CB for demonstration purposes. Of course, if 

you don't have to transmit, you could just power up the receiver. Keep 

in mind that it's superregen receiver, so you will be receiving numerous 
CB channels at once, in fact most of the CB band, or practically the whole 
29 MHz AM area, at one swoop. But it does work, and has good 

sensitivity. I remember someone telling me about, in the glory days 

of 10-meter DX during the exalted 1959 season, working from Chicago 

to Mexico with such a radio. Selectivity has increased in importance 

with the years and more stations on the air. Oh- the power situation 

is something you still have to surmount, as you can see from the 

manual. Sorry about being a rainsquall on the parade, but if it was 

really usable and practical, it would still be in use, in demand by 
everyone, and priced accordingly, right?
